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NEWBY  NAMED  TO  POST  WITH  FISH  AND  GAME. 

Fletcher  E.  Newby,  executive  director  of  the  Montana  Environmental  Quality 
Council,  will  assume  duties  as  deputy  director  of  the  Montana  Department  of 
Fish  and  Game  in  the  near  future. 

In  a  joint  EQC/Fish  and  Game  statement  issued  today.  Fish  and  Game  Director 
Wes  Woodgerd  announced  Newby 's  appointment  with  approval  by  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission.  Newby  replaces  Keith  Freseman  who  plans  to  retire  soon  after  25 
years  with  the  department,  11  of  which  he  served  as  department  deputy. 

Newby,  a  former  employee  of  the  department  of  fish  and  game,  has  directed 
the  EQC  since  that  agencies'  creation  in  1971.  Prior  to  that  time,  he  served 
as  district  supervisor  for  Fish  and  Game  at  Billings. 

Newby  first  began  work  with  Fish  and  Game  in  1951  as  fur  animal  biologist 
at  Kalispell.  In  1955,  he  moved  to  Helena  where  he  coordinated  the  depart- 
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ment's  statewide  fur  animal  program,  in  1958,  Newby  was  named  state  big  game 
manager  in  Helena,  a  post  he  held  until  his  appointment  as  district  super- 
visor at  Billings  in  1964. 

Newby' s  educational  background  includes  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in 
Wildlife  technology  from  the  University  of  Montana,  and  a  Master  of  Science 
in  wildlife  management  from  Washington  State  University  at  Pullman.  He,  his 
wife  and  their  three  children  currently  reside  in  Helena.

EQC  POSTPONES  ACTION  ON  MPC  REQUEST  FOR  WAIVER. 

At  a  February  4  evening  meeting  the  Environmental  Quality  Council  (EQC) 
postponed  action  on  Montana  Power  Company's  request  to  waive  20  days  of  the 
30  day  review  time  for  the  EIS  on  the  aqueduct  and  power  line  for  the  aqueduct's 
pumps.  The  facilities  would  supply  water  to  MPC's  Colstrip  generating  plants 
1  &  2  and  are  between  Nichols  and  Colstrip.  The  EIS  was  filed  with  EQC  by 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation  (DNRC)  on  January  31,  1974. 
EQC  action  was  postponed  because  DNRC  was  unable  to  provide  EQC  with  a  precise, 
factual  statement  detailing  the  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  reasons  the 
agency  felt  it  must  depart  from  normal  procedural  requirements.  Such  a  state- 
ment is  required  by  EQC  guidelines  for  emergency  waivers.  MPC  was  unable  to 
make  a  clear  showing  of  emergency  to  either  agency.
